The translator is quite aware how entirely lnadeq;aate this attempt 
is. Besides the general difficulty of expressing the superior fotoa» va- 
riety, and (in one word) inspiration of the sacred lyrical poetiy, he has 
not in the present case loUowed the original in its ie|»ular or irregular 
Older; and has therefore lost still more ofits e«g;ct than might pep^ 
hare been preserved. The flow of ideas, in thdr own author's course, 
as far as the dififerent idioms of languages will permit, is essential to the 
fidelity of translation; and as this might seem to the inexperienced 
vocslfier a servile direction, the translator ventures to add, that the spirit 
as well as the sense of the poetry will thus be best maintained in the 
great majority of instances. The remark, whidi is generally applicable 
to all metrical versions, has of course a particular application to transla- 
tions from the Bible.
